Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 

fer  the  year  1970 

During  the  year  the  Department  wore  able  to  make  1,694  visits 
to  promises  in  the  area,  with  the  result  that  27  informal  notices  and 
2  statutory  notices  were  served  on  the  appropriate  persons  regarding 
general  repairs  to  property  and  abatement  of  certain  nuisances.  The 
majority  of  this  work  related  to  housing  repair  works  including  drainage, 
and  in  all  eases  the  work  was  carried  rut  satisfactorily  without  recourse 
to  legal  action. 

The  Offices, Shops  and  Railway  premises  Act  was  well  covered  by 
the  Department  in  the  year  and  108  visits  made  to  registered  premises. 

The  contraventions  were  generally  of  a  minor  nature  although  work  was 
required  regarding  fencing  of  exposed  parts  of  machinery,  repairs  to 
floors  and  passages,  temperature  control  and  adequate  provision  of 
sanitary  and  washing  facilities.  There  is  now  obviously  a  greater 
awareness  by  employers  that  staff  must  bo  properly  provided  for,  and, 
although  these  facilities  arc  basically  provided,  I  have  found  that  in 
the  majority  of  cases,  trade  and  business  requirements  take  precedent 
over  any  added  comforts  that  could  be  givon. 

Food  Hygiene  visits  in  the  district  were  reasonably  maintained 
and  in  general  the  standard  remained  good,  although  there  are  still  food 
premisosin  the  town  in  which  strict  control  must  still  bo  given. 

The  remaining  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  had  an  annual 
throughput  of  11,792  carcases  of  which  59  whole  carcases  wore  condemned. 
The  main  typos  of  carcases  rejected  after  inspection  were  calves  and 
pigs  and  although  no  bacteriological  examination  was  required,  the  main 
diseases  attributable  to  rejection  were  septic  polyarthritis  in  the  calf 
and  multiple  abscesses  or  pyaemia  in  the  pig.  Practically  100$  post 
mortem  of  all  animals  was  carried  out  and  this  work  involved  both  weekend 
moat  inspection  and  night  work.  The  Local  Authority  at  present  do  not 
control  the  times  of  slaughtering,  and  I  feel  that  it  is  inevitable  that 
proper  slaughtering  hours  will  have  to  be  fixed,  but  this  could  mean  that 
meat  inspection  will  still  take  place  outside  normal  hours. 
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During  the  year  only  1\  applications  were  received  for  Standard 
Grants,  but  with  the  recent  change  in  legislation  and  the  higher  grants 
available,  there  will  bo  an  obvious  increase  in  applications  for  grant 
aided  improvement  works  over  the  nest  few  years. 

10 'jo  Of  the  manholes  in  the  district  were  baited  for  rodent 
activity  and  there  were  only  minor  signs  of  infestation,  although  later 
in  the  year  the  Department  received  complaints  of  rodent  activity  in  the 
sewers  in  an  area  where  building  operations  and  land  developoment  wore 
taking  place.  All  complaints  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  Due  to 
retirement,  the  Department  were  unfortunate  to  loose  the  services  of  the 
part  time  rodent  operator,  Mr. A. H. Howard,  who  had  been  of  invaluable 
service,  not  only  to  the  Department,  but  also  to  the  people  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  accord  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Health  Committee,  the  Council  and  my  staff  for  the  co-operation  I 
have  received  from  them  during  the  year.
